INCIDENT IN EXECUTIVE SESSION 


A-Kesolution Which Reads Like a Declara- 
tion of War Against Barrios. 


Wasnineton, March 17.—The nomination of 
Joseph S. Miller to be commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue, “vice Walter Evans, resigned,’’ 
which was sent to the senate yestegday, was 
reported favorably from the senate committee 
on finance to-day, and was taken up in execu- 
tive session. The point was made that Evans 
had not resigned, and this gave rise to a dis- 
cussion, during which a message was received 
from the president renominating Miller, vice 
Walter Evans, to be removed, and withdraw 
Ing the nomination of yesterday. 
+ During the subsequent proceedings 
it was developed that Evans 
had told.the secretary of the treasury that he 
Would resign whenever he (the secretary 
Wished. Evans, it was explained, supposed 
that he would be called upon for his resigna- 
tion, while Secretary Manning understood that 
the expression of his willingness to resign was 
&resignation in fact. The republican senators 
Said there was no intention to antagonize 
the administration in this regard, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the position of com- 
missioner of internal revenue was one which 
Ought to be filled by.a man of the president’s 
choice, but they thought injustice had been 
done Evans in not giving him an opportunity 
toresign. The nomination was reierred to 
the finance committee.

MA, Via Galveston, March 17.~—The 
y urine ceased at ¢ Pp. in. last night. The 
retired to Buena Vista to recruit. 
sritish gunboat Heroine landed seventy-~ 
ive men, yesterday, with gatling guns to pro- 
tect property. Traiflic on the Panama railroad 
snd business is suspended to-day, and there is 
reat excitement, as a second attack is ex- 
pected. President Arosemela took refuge in 
the Heroine. Colon is reported to be in pos- 
session of the rebels. Telegrams; via Galveston 
are delivered without delay in Panama. The 
forees under General Ureta attacked Barran- 
quilla. The fight lasted seven hours. When 
ii was raging most severely vessels arrived 
wii >a civision commanded by General Gare- 
ten. Some men were disembarked, but not- 
withstanding the revolutionists were thus re- 
inforced, the battle did not cease for two hours 
aiterward. The losses on both sides were, it 
isestimated, sixty killed and one hundred 
wounded. Among the prisoners taken were 
General Ureta, Adjutant Cotes, Colonels 
Claciregui, Salcedo, Z. Mendoza and Jovane; 
Lieutensnt-Colonel Dardan and about thirty 
other officers and 250 men. 

The revolution is in progress here. Aizhura 
declared himeelf president yesterday and with 
400 men’ attacked the barracks of the Colum- 
jian guard, the only force which opposed him. 
The garrison,consisting of one hundredmen,re- 
sisteda)! day and night. An indiscriminate fusi- 
lade being maintained until this morning,when 
General Gonima, commander of the Colom- 
bian guard, arrived with reinforcements. All 
is quiet now. Colon is in the hands of the 
rebels, who are commanded by a notorious 
criminal. The stores there are being pillaged 
by the mob, and the leader «declares he will 
reiuce the city to ashes if the sovernment 
troops attempt to recapture it.

The 
Baron von Bleichrolder is not only one of the 
most eminent bankers in Berlin, but is also 
ihe confidential adviser of Prince Bismarck in 
financial aflairs. His appearance in the 
market as financial agent se Russia would, 
therefore, be very significant, and would indi- 
cate that war with England was seriously in- 
tended by Russia. 

IN THE COMMONS.

ITALY IN THE SOUDAN, 


An Official Statement of the Policy of the 
Itallan Government, ; 

Rome, March 17.—In the chamber of depu- 

ties to-day Signor Mancini declared that Italy 

was following solely her own policy on the 


Red sea. The question as to whether the Ital- — 


ian forces would remain at Massowah was pre- 
mature. The movement of the troops would 
depend on future events. Colonel Saletta had 
been ordered to prevent rebel gatherings in 
the vicinity of Massowah. After the fall of 
Kbertoum Ccunt Nigra, Italian ambassador te 
-ngland,had intimated to Earl Granville that 
lialy was willing to asgist England, if asked 
to do 80. 

Earl] Granville réplied that England could 
and must herself subjugate the Soudan. He 
expressed his gratitude for the offer, and the 
relations between the two governments had 
since been of the most friendly nature. Signor 
Mancini said the Italian government would 
not conclude any treaty without 
asking the consent ol parliament, 
and no treaty would be concluded 
tothe detriment of the existing agreements 
with Germany and Austria. Iltaly’s relations 
with Turkey were good, and her relations with 
Abyssinia showed improvement. He hinted 
at probable operation in the Soudan. 

Signor Ricotti, minister of war, said thatin 
the event of such operations being undertaken 
Italy could send 200,000 troops to the Soudan.

There isa great deal of poverty in ‘(ieor- 
gia, comparatively speaking, but there is no 
such poverty as that. Many of our farmers 
may bein debt, and a great many others 
mey be struggling against unfavorable con- 
ditions of one sort and another, bui they 
bave neyer experienced the. hardships that 
must attend those who have no home-life, 
In Georgia, thank heaven! the more primi- 
tive the lifethe more home-like it is—the 
more nearly it conforms to the hallowed 
ideals of the good old times. The land may be 
old, but it is consecrated by associations that 
never grow old, and it basinit that subtle 
essence of vitality which, under the improv- 
ed methods cof farming, renders it as pro- 
ductive and as yaluable as the lands of 
Texas. ; 

There is more in the man than there is in 
the land;there is morein the man than 
there isin any of the conditions that sur- 
round him. The successful man-is always 
Superior to h'senyironmen:.

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A NEW STEEL-MAKING PROCESS. 

Before the suspension of the great firm of 
Oliver Brothers, of Pittsburg, a part of their 
estallishment was carefully boarded, locked 
and guarded, and the nature of the myste- 
rious work done within was not made fublic 
until e short time ago, when papers were 
subraitted at the annual meeting of the 
American ivstitute of engineers, and publi- 
cations were made in some of the technical 
journals, informing the world that a new end 
superior process of making steel had been 
discovered. Itisnow known as the Ciapp- 
Griffiths process. By it the silicon is socom- 
pletely removed from the iron that, notwith- 
standing the presence of @ proportion of 
phosphorus usually found fatal, steel of a 
high grade and of a remarkable usefal qual- 
ity is mede. To the practical iron worker, 
however, the most startling fact remains that 
the cost of this treatment is less than half the 
present cost of making the ordinary pig-iron 
into muck bar. At the wages now paid in 
Pittsburg, it is reckoned tha: it costs $12.75 
per ton to make muck bar from pig-iron, but 
by the new process a metal far more useful, 
in better shape for handling, is produced at 
less waste, with a cost of only $6 a ton added 
to the cost of the pig. Moreover, itis showa 
that, by applying the comparatively inex- 
pensive plant required in this process in con- 
nection with ordinary blast furnaces, and 
taking the molton iron as it is required hot 
from the blast furnace for treatment in the 
converter, the cost of producing the ton of 
steel will be only $3 or $4 more than the cost 
of producing the ton of iron. 

In the last year Oliver Brothers & Vaillips 
have turned out many hundred tons of this 
metal in different forms, such as tacks, rivets, 
wire rods, telegraph wire, lightning rods, 
borse-shoe nails, pipe strips, plates 
sheeis, bars, angels, shovels, 
and stamping iron, which 
have given great satisfaction to con- 
sumers. The metal possesses, according to 
Captain R. W. Hunt, of Troy, who reported 
on the subject to the American institute of 
engineers, ‘‘an eyer-constant welding proper- 
ty with great toughness.”” He says: ‘1 ob- 
tained steel with 5i percent of phosphorus 
and my surprise certainly did not decrease 
when | saw the test piece bend double, cold, 
and the metal work beautifully when hot,’ 
As respects the cost, Mr. Witherow, of New 
Castle, Pennsylvania, who has been associa- 
ted with Mr. Oliyer-in the work, presented a 
paper in which he stated thata carefal ac- 
count of expenses while making about 2,000 
tons of this stee] had been kept, and ‘‘in- 
cluding cost of the ferro-maganese, coke and 
keeping up the plant, expenses for steam 
power, labor and everything connected with 
the process, it did not exceed $5.50 per ton 
over the price of the pigiron used.” Bat, as 
he further showed, much greater economy 
can be had in a production of the steel 
blooms in direct connection with the blast 
furnace. = 

The new process will be a great boon to 
the south. Under the Bessemer process it 
is doubtful at least whether any southern 
ores are adapted to steel-making, but there 
seems to be no doubt, whatever, that very 
much of our iron can be converted into steel 
by the new process. [°xperis say that from 
the coid short-irons of the south, steel of a 
peculiarly excellent quality can be made by 
the process we have described, and that, too, 


without employing scarcely any 
skilled iron-workers, In the 
Pittsburg establishment only one may 


was employed, who received as much as $2.50 
aday, alihough large quantities were pro- 
duced. If thenew method is all that it ap- 
pears to be aftera thorough trial at litts 
burg, it will work a vreat revolution in the 
iron trade, including of course, the wages of 
skilled iron-workers, as 
THe,eclipse of the sun was very successiul.

FARMING LN CSROUINA, 


The Despondency Among the Farmers —The 
Work of the Present Year. 

Co_umpBpIaA, 8.C., Mareh 17.—[Special.]—Duriing 
the past week much work has been done on the 
farms near thiscity. Taking prompt advantage of 
the balmy weather, the plauters have labored en- 
ergetieally to retrieve as far.as possible the losses 
entailed on account of the lagging spring and 
tenacious winter. Farming operations have been 
retarded by the protracted cold weather, and the 
ground has not been put into so good a condition 
as it usually is at this time of the year. There 
seems to be a determination on the part 
of the tillers of the soil to 
exert themselves to an extraordinary degree so as 
to make upforlosttime. They intend to put in 
some basty work. They will, if continuous hard 
labor can do it, force the earth to yield a plen 
tcous harvest as a compensation for the beggarly 
returns of the past two years. Such husbandmen 
as your correspondent has talked with~—and he 
has conversed with many—appear to be verry 
cheerfn! and hopetul. They have recovered from 
their dependency induced by twofsuccessive crop 
failures, and seem to expect with confidence, 


much better times. It is almost impos- 
sible, they argue, that two disas- 
terous seasons should be followed 


byathird. Thereisa tradition that, succeeding 
two consecutive famines, a plentiful harvest will 
céme to bless the people who labor and wait. Oi! 
men, who have spent their lives on the farm, re- 


count many incidents drawn from 
their experiences which go to cor- 
roborate the truth of this legend. 


The signs all point toa good crop year, and the 


average husbandman is cheered by these sigus. 
Itislamentably true that South Carolina plant- 


ers—and particularly those- who liye in 
this section of the state—are des- 
perately « poor. Their condition is 


due partly to bad management,disastrous segson*, - 


but principally to the hurtin! workings of the in- 
famous lien law. .There is only one opinion 
among intelligent planters about thislaw. The 
verdict is that itis responsible in a large measure 
for the impoverished condition of the agricultural 
classes, Whilst confessing thatitisa curse the 
farmer struggling to get upon his feet again, hur- 
ries to take advantage of the lien law. Colonel 
A. P,. Butler, the commissioner of agriculture,con- 
tinues to write and talk against it, and afew of 
the newspapers join with him, but the law con- 
tinues in iorce and is making paupers of the plan- 
ters that becomes its victims. 

A very pleasant drive into the country around 
Columbia, which is dotted with small farmes, was 
teken by your correspondent this afternoon, 
scenes Of activity were witnessed at every tura, 
The ground is undergoing the usual process oi fer- 
tilization. Fences have betn newly whitewashed, 
lands cleared, houses painted—all denoting thrift 
and enterprise. Vegetables, which usually in 
‘March, are ready forthe market, have just been 
planted, and fruit trees, which at this time of the 
year generally are in full leaf and 
blossoms, ‘have not begun to bud. Mueh 
Jand which has for years lain idle and useless will 
be tilled this year. The area which will be tilled 
this year far exceeds the land cultivated in any 
previous year. Several planters near here have 
decided to try tobaceo onasmall scale. Others 
will devote their entire land to cotton, while oth- 
ers will eschew cotton.and raise diversified crops. 
As was said above the farmers seem yery hopeful, 
and there is no reagon why they should not reap 
arich harvest as a compensation for two harrass- 
ing seasons.

How s Youthful Mail Robber of Macon Will Pay the 
Penalty of His Crime—A Million Dollar Divides

Becoming Wealth y—Other Items. 


Macon, March 17.—[Special.)—Mr. E. D. Irvine, 
the proprietor of the Georgia music house, on 
Mulberry street, succeeded to-day in catching a 
mail thief whom he has long ween trying to ap- 
prehend. The thief rejoices under the name of 
CharlieSmith, and isa young negro boy whom 
Mr. Irvine has had employed as a porter. 

Tbe Georgia music house is next tothe estab- 
lisbmentof Mr. Burr Brown. Mr, Brown has had 
in his service & negro about Smith’s age. These 


two, Brown's porter and Smith, have 
long kept up a mutual trading arrangement, 
using smal! articles purloined from 


the stores of their employers as their stock in 
trade. Some time ago Mr. Irvine caught Smith in 
the act of stealing some French harps, but would 
not prosecute him upon-obtaining from the boy's 
mother a promise to administer tohim e« sound 
beating. The mother failed to keep her promise, 
and Smith continued his stealing. 

Forsome months past Mr. Irvine has received 
letters from customers inquiring why he had not 
shipped certain articles ordered by them. ana 
informing him that the money had been sent in 
previous letters. He would reply, stating that the 
money had never been received, The eom.- 

laints became sO common that Mr. 

rvine began to inquire imto the matter, and 
suspicion of robbing the mail was fastened upon 
Smith. To-day Mr. Irvine prepared a decoy letter 
containing two five-cent pieces and two ‘copper 
cents, and after taking l’ostmaster Brown into his 
confidence and securing his co-operation, placed 
the letter in the postoffice box belonging to the 
Georgia music house. Before sending Smith for 
the day’s mail Mr. Irvine sent e@ clerk to 
the office to count the letters in the box. When 
Smith brought the letters to the store the decoy was 
missing. He was immediately accnced of the theft 
oi the letter and money, and tinally confessed that 
he had not only stolen the decoy letter but had 
systematically robbed Mr. Irvine’s mai! for months. 

Smith also confessed that he had stolen the letter 
belonging toS8. T. Coleman & Co., which Mr. Irvine 
found in the rear of the store some months ago. 

Mr.Irvine will not prosecute Smith, but the boy's 
mother will give him a good whipping to-morrow 
morning at nine o'clock in rear of Georgia musie 
house.
